1 3 While the closest prior art, Hruska et al. to Patent No. 6, 195,587 teaches a system which, 

14 upon user request to a server, checks the validity of a file in order to make a determination as to 

1 5 whether the file has been infected by malware, neither Hruska nor the remaining prior art teach 

16 or render obvious the access control system as claimed including the combination wherein said 

17 assessment computer stores a database of computer files and said database includes for each 

1 8 computer file a persistence flag indicating whether an entry relating to said computer file should 

19 be purged from said database during purge operations; wherein, said database includes for each. 

20 computer file fields specifying a filename of said computer file, data identifying said requesting 

21 computer and a storage location of said computer file and a checksum value calculated from said 

22 computer file; wherein said assessment computer is operable in at least a higher level security 
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1 mode and a lower level security mode, said assessment computer serving to deny access to a 

2 greater range of computer files when operating an said higher level security mode compared with 

3 said lower level security mode.
